perso nal reputatio n fro m the fact that he was i 
a debto r to that very bank to tlu* am o unt o f 
117nuo , which wa.s paid fo r him upo u the fail­ 
ure o f the bank, at his anxio us .so licitatio n, by 
thepresuh*nt o f the bank, witho ut interest to 
dab . 
A few days after the failure o f the Peo ple's 
bank it was o jH*nly pro claim e i by iiro m ineiit 
agents o f the o ftpo sitio n to Senato r Quay tnat 
they had at last fo und the m eans o f di-stro y- 
ing his po litical po w er, and they glo ated o ver 
the po s.sil)ilities w hich, in their im aginatio n, 
were co tKM'aled in the reco rd.s o f the Peo ple s 
bank. 
They have Vieen greatly disappo inted, 
and tlufir gam e o f bluster and fraud has b<;en 
expo sed. 
The case has fo r so m e tim e ceased 
to be an elem ent in the senato rial situatio n, 
■i*ejnK discredited by all sensible perso ns and 
the public at large, as evidenced by their vo te 
at the last electio n in No vem ber.

casement windows of the sanitarium are 
kept wide open day and night, summer 
and winter, and in some instances the 
windows are taken completely out of 
the frames. 
Thus it is practically an outdoor life 
the patient lives continuously. There is 
therefore no danger of chilla on going 
out in any kind of weather or at any 
hour, as the temperature within and 
'Vithout I b equal. So pleasant does this 
living in the open become and so hardy 
is the patient made and so invigorated 
that on Ilia return to this country it is 
the greatest misery for him to have to 
remain in a room with closed windows. 
I Being at such a considerable height 
—1,600 feet, with a rise in the longer 
walks of another 1,500 feet -the pa­ 
tient, to get the same amount of oxygen 
into the system, must breathe relative­ 
ly more of the rarefied air and thus ex­ 
pand the lungs. 
In this way the lungs 
are completely flooded with pure air. 
All the odd corners and crannies, which 
he has hardly used for years, are venti­ 
lated, which the easy walking uphill is 
eminently calculated to effect, while at 
the same time the alm ost absolute rest 
the patient enjoys allows the lungs to 
be practically undisturbed, and so per­ 
mits the healing process to proceed.

Americans and thinks their moral as 
well as their physical health can be im ­ 
proved greatly by a civilized drees, at 
least in the streets and public places 
Therefore in a recent order creating 
m unicipal boards of health he included 
the subjoined paragraph 
“ Health boards will form ulate regu 
lations governing the proper clothing of 
children and fix a fine for the violation 
of such regulations, said fine to be col­ 
lected and turned into the m unicipal 
treasury for charitable purposes. ” 
Before the A m ericans came the little 
black and w hite boys and girls of the 
poorer part of the com m unity played in 
the streets of San Ju a n and other towns 
unmolested. They chose the street pave­ 
m ent for a playground because they had 
no back yards, and if in those days of 
Spanish rule they neglected to dress, 
neither citizen nor policeman bothered 
them, for unclothed children, between 
the ages of 2 and 6 years, have been a 
common sight on the island since Ponce 
de Leon founded the first settlem ent at 
Caparra in the year 1509 
For nearly 
400 years, then, children enjoyed th em ­ 
selves. unnoticed, by taking sun baths 
on the front doorstep, eating their fill of 
oranges and bananas and by rolling on 
the dirty pavem ent 
But when 
the 
American troops took possession of the 
island governm ent en Oct 
18, 1898. 
these little people began a life of misery 
and trouble 
A t first the soldiers stared 
at them 
L ater business men came from 
the United States, and, taking rooms 
w ith the better off families on the sec 
ond floor, began to stum ble over the 
same pickaninnies 
on 
the doorstep 
Camera 
enthusiasts then 
frightened 
them into the boose by a mysterious 
shaped box and even paid the mothers a 
few coppers to drag the little forms 
back into the sunlight 
But the native 
children found protection and comfort 
a few days ago in the new health law 
made by G eneral Henry
